GREAT NAMAQUA COUNTRY.

| plore, fell in with a krill of Namaquas, 


some of whom had formerly resided at 
the Warm Bath. At/first they were 
greatly alarmed at the appearance of 
himself and his peopl}, and hid them- 
selves behind the rocks and bushes, be- 
ing apprehensive of the approach of 
Africaner, whose nape was terrific 
throughout all that cogntry. . But find- 
ing that it was a peaceful Missionary 
who had arrived, they expressed the 
highest degree of joy ; and having heard 
him preach, they, with Flemcrious their 
chief, at their head, earnestly entreated 
him to continue among them. Mr. 
Schmelen would have declined this, as 
he wished to begin a mission elsewhere ; 
but the people would take no denial ; 
they would not suffer him to leave them ; 
they detained him aimost by force: he 
was therefere constrained to abide with 
them; and his compliance filled their 
hearts with joy. 

It was not long before he also had rea- 
son to rejoice in this , determination. 
Many persons. received the word, ac- 
companied by the power of the Holy 
Spirits A concern about religion be- 
came general; and when the last account 
came away, he had baptized twenty per- 
sons on a credible profession of their 
faith in Jesus. 

The business of cirilization, the con- 
stant concomitant of evangelical reli- 
gion, immediatcly commenced. _ The 
Missionery began a school, in which he 
had scoop 140 children, who learned to 
read and write; but having 90 paper, a 
sheep-skin was substiuted, on which 
fine sand was spread, and a reed served 
the purpose of a.pep. The particulars 
of the awakenings here, are some of the 
most remarkable that-haye occurred ih 
our knowledge. Pian

| 24, 1815, Mr. Ebner says, « You will re- |

version of so many sinners, who fly, in | 
great numbers to our beloved Jesus, like | 
doves to their windows. O could you | 
witness the earnest desires of these poor | 
people to be saved from their sins by 

Christ; could you hear our people, old | 
and young, how earnestly they pray be- | 
hind the bushes, your hearts would not 
only rejoice, but you would be ready to | 
take out all your Bank notes, uncounted, 

and throw. them: into the Missionary | 
treasury.” More than fifty. persons | 
have been added to the church, and | 
there appears to be a general concern 
among the people, both old and young. 
Several native teachers have been re- 
commended and sent out in different di- 
rections to Warm Bath, and other places. 

But here, again, our joy is checked 
by the recollection of another heavy loss, 
sustained by the death of our most be- 
jioved and excellent Missionary, Mr. 
Christiant Albrecht. His health had, 
fora long time, been in a declining state ; 
and it was thought expedient that he 
should repair to Cape Town for medical 
advice. He accordingly came ; and “in 
a few days alter his arrival, while en- 
gaged in forwarding the brethren for 
Latakkoo, and when in the act of writing 
a letter on the Society’s business, he fetl 
down in his chamber and expired. His 
remains were deposited by the side of 
our venerated Van der Kemp. Mr. 
Read, in a letter on this subject, says, 
« Late events in Africa have been both 
glorious.and grievous. The Lord has 
graciously succeeded the labors of the 
Society, by their Missionaries, in a sig- 
nal manner. New trophies have been 
given to Emmanuel, which will be trea- 
sured up in heaven, and be unto him for 
But death, as if 
envious at the progress of the Missiona- 
ries, is cutting off our dear brethren, 
one after another. © that the Lord 
would sheath his sword, and spare’the 
$99». 

The loss of brother Albrecht is great 
indeed; for I scarcely knew his equal. © 
His chief excellencies were, a burning 
zeal: for the conversion of the heathen, 
ardent love to their souls, and self-deni- 
al, in a very high degree ; and these are 
the chief qualifications requisite for 
Missionaries in Africa.” 

Tie station at Pella, thus deprived of 
both its Missionaries, will now be sup- 
plied by Mr. Bartletty a Missionary ac- 
cepted in Africa, and Mr. Marquat 
Helland, who lately arrived at the Cape.

Before we cluse the African branch of 
the Report, it will be proper to state, in 
a lew werds, the progress of civilization, 
more especially as our brethren have 
been injuriously charged with the ne- 
glect of it, * 

From a report just received of the 
settlement at Bethélsdorp, for the year 
1815,t appears that the number of inhab- 
laps, including the present residents, 
the people engaged in cutting and saw- 
lug Umver, and the Hottentots now sery- 
lng the farmers, amounts to 1170.—the 


, Humber of Cattle and sheep, 2,672 ; and 


the number of waggons, 24. More than 
$V mca are constauly employed in hew- 


' ing and sawing timber, which is sent by 


sca to Cape Lown, and for which return 
is made in various articles of utility. 
Much timber is also carried to Witer 
hage and Graaff Rejnet. From 
2’ men are employed in getting 
others in burping lime ; and ot 
carrying salt into the interior—There 
are also two wheel-wrights, six carpen- 
ters, two shoemakers, two bricklayers, 
several brick-makers, one butcher, one 
tanner, three thatchers, Ngany of the 
womcn assist their husbands in garden- 
ing, Makipg mats, baskets, blankets of 
sheep’s skins, &c. Thirty girls daily ~ 
taught to knit; and there are 1 gs in 
tigige wing school, who makes shiris for 
salé. Upon the whole the prospect of 
suceess in Africa is raging ina 
very high degree ; and h several 
more Missionaries are required, and the 
increase of expense is considerable, yet, 
as Mr. Read suggests, it is hoped that 
with some exertion, Africa will soon 
bear its own expenses, except the eq 
ment, passage, and first seulemenpof he 
Missionaries. 


NORTH AMERICA AND THE 
WEST INDIES. » 

Mr. Sngatt, who has resided some 
time at Quebec, has. lately visited the 
United States to obtain pecuniary assist- 
ance tor building a chapel. The Direc- 
tors have informed him that if he centin- 
ucs at Quebec, as the pastor of the con- 
gregation, bis support must be derived 
from them: but that they will gladly 
employ him as their Missionary, if he 
should be inclined to leave his present 
situation, 

Mr. Cox was about to leave Johns- 
town District, when he last wrote, and 
we are not exactly informed in what part 
He 
has been partly supported by the people, 
but has been assisted by donations from 
this Society. 

From Mr. Smart, at Elizabeth Town, 
Upper Canada, we have not lately re- 
ceived any information. 

At Trinidad, Mr. Adam continues to 
labor as usual, and not without some 
good effect: but the Directors are sorry 
to say that this station is too expensive 
to be continued on the present plan. It 
has long appeared to them very. desira- 
ble, not to say necessary, that one of the 
Divectors, should, if possible, visit our 
Missionary stations in the West Indies, 
as Mr. Campbell, with so much advant+ - 
age, visited those in Aftica, and dor a 
similar purpose. They are of on 
that great improvement might be thade 
by judicious regulations; and that many 
of the Planters, may by personal applica- 
tion, be induced to engage for the sup- 
port of pious mechanics as the instruc- 
tors of their slaves; and that not only 
the present stations might be rendered 
less burdensome to the Society, but that 
new stations might be found which 
should require little or no pecuniary 
support from England. 

Mr. Wray was lately informed by the 
poor negroes in Demerary, that they are 
looking out for a minister in every ship 
that arrives. : 

The Directors are concerned to state 
that greatly as they have desired to send 
a preacher to Le Resouvenir, formerly 
the promising station of Mr. Wray, they 
have not yet becn able to meet with a 
person altogether suitable for it, but they 
are anxious to find sucha one. They 
hoped that some of our brethren in the 
ministry would have been able to select 
out of their congregations some pious in- 
telligent diligent men, such as’are quali- 
fied to be useful in Sunday Schools, or in 
village preaching, who would gladly de- 
vote themselves the = of the 

rnegroes; a few suc 
ag very usefully employed 
Indies. : 

Mr. Wray remains in the neighboring 
colony of Berbice ; his school is on the 
increase, and a great number of poor

free children, as well as of the slaves, 
learn to read ; many adults.also come to 
read occasionally. Many girls belonging 
‘to the Crown estates lea?n to sew, 
the care of Mrs. Wray. About a year 
ago, he baptized eight persons, who have 
since conducted themselves as becomes 
Christians ; and at Christmas last he 
baptized eight more ; four had belonged 
to the school, tlie rest were old people. 
It wasa very solemn season. On the 
Sistof December he administered the 
Lord’s Supper for the first time in Ber- 
bice ; eleven negroes communicated. 
Mr. Wray rejoices to see a church, how- 
ever small, formed among the negroes 
in Berbice. 

Mr. Davies, at George -Town, Deme- 
rary, is attended by a great number of 
negroes, tnany of whom discover, in the 
whole of their conduct, the powerful 
effects ofthe gospel. It is much to the 
honor of religion that among the negroes 
who have been punished for dishonest or 
refractory behavior, there has not been 
ah instance of one who attended the 
chapel. The moral conduct of the peo- 
ple is much improved ; Mr. Davies has 
lately married sixty couples of them, | 
nearly half of whom came from about 
twenty miles up the river. Mr. Elliot 
(formerly at Tobago) is at present at 
George Town, and preaches in a distant | 
part of it, to many who, it is said, cannot | 
conveniently attend at the chapel. 

In addition to the support of those 
missions which have already been men- 
tioned, and which are under the imme- | 
diate patronage of this Society, sums | 
have occasionally been voted to other | 





Socicties which have the same object in 
yicw. During the last year, the Direc- 
tors have voted to the Church of the | 
United Brethren, at Sarepta, the sum of | 
$001. for the purpose of renewing their ' 
mission to the Kalmucks. Two Mis- | 
sionaries have thus been enabled to com- ; 
mence their labors among that people. 
They have also granted 100/. to the 
New-York Missionary Society, to assist 
them in sending Missionaries to the In- 
dians on the border of their territories. 
They have likewise voted to the new | 
Missionary Institution at Basle, in Swit- | 
zerland, the sum of 200/. to assist and | 
encourage them in itsestablishment. |

There are now in the Missionary Sc- 
minary at Gosport, sixteen students, who 
are pOrsuing, under the direction of our 
highly esteemed brother the Rev. Mr. 
Bogue, appropriate studies, preparatory 
to their entering upon the great work of 
preaching the gospel te the Heathen. 
They are well reported of by their tutor, 
as men truly devoted to God, and likely ! 
to become uscful Missionaries. : 

We are conceryed to state, that Mr. 
Stephens, a very promising young man, 
has been removed by death, during the 
last year ; and the studies of another are 
at present suspended by illness. 

It is with pleasure we state, that the 
labors of several of the students among 
the French prisoners, at the prisons and 
prison ships, were attended with a divine | 

_ blessing. 

There are also several young men to | 
whom it is not intended to allow the | 
usual term for education at Gosport, who | 
are committed to the care of some wor- 
thy ministers in the country, that they 
may receive useful instruction to qualily 
them for the stagons which they may | 
probably occupy. 

It would be ungrateful not to acknow- 
ledge, with the warmest affection, the 
increasing liberality of the members of | 
this Society, both in town and country. 
Fhis will no doubt form one of the votes 
of this General Meeting. But it is 
merely justice to say that the Auxilia-

Experience has amply demonstrated 
the truth of these remarks: In 1802 the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice In 
the city of London was established, and 
its numbers soon amounted to about 480, 
many of them persons of rank and dis- 
tinction. The vice which in London 
seems to have been most frequent arfd 
flagrant, and which therefore principally 
attracted the attention of the society, was 
the violation of the Sabbath by shop-keep- 
ers opening their shops, and mechanics 
following their trades, on that holy day. 
The society gave notice that they inten- 
ded to put in force thie iaws for the obser- 
vance of the Lord’s day. This notice 
was disregarded, and they commenced 
their operations. In two years from 
their formation, the society prosecuted, 
and succeeded in convicting and punish- 
ing, 620 persons, for thus profaning the 
Sabbath. The effect produced by these 
prosecutions is declared to be visible.— 
The whole town, it is said, exhibits to a 


considerable degree, a new face; ond |

Address to the Gentlemen. 


“ GenTLEMEN,—You know the motive which 
has led me to the United States of America.—

med ; it is consequently to him that ail the 
Deaf and Dumb, who know how to write and 
read, owe their poral & spiritual happiness. 

The Abbe Sicard, my respectable and be- 
loved Master, was the most distinguished a- 
mong the disciples of the Abbe de I Epee, 
whom he succeeded. The latter had left some 
things to be designed, the Abbe Sicard has 
supplied them ; but if there had not been the 
Abbe de l'Epee, there would not have been the 
Abbe Sicard; thus glory, honor and eternal 
gratitude are due to those two friends of hu- 
manity. 

Iwas about twelve years old, when I arri- 
ved at the Abbe Sicard’s school. I was en- 
dowed with considerable intelligence, but nev- 
ertheless I had no idea of ‘intellectual things. 


| I had, it is true, a mind ; but it did not think ; 
' Lbad a heart ; but it did not feel. 


My mother, affected at my misfortune, had 
endeavored to show me the heavens, and to 
make me know God, imagining that | under- 


stood her: but her attempts were vain, I | 


could comprehend nothing. I believed that 
God was a tall, big and strong man, and that 


Jesus Christ having come to kill us, had been | 


killed by us and placed on a cross as one of 
our triumphs. 

I believed many other droll and ridiculous 
things ; but as one cannot recollect what pas- 
sed in his infancy, I cannot describe them : I 
am sure that the Deafand Dumb, who are in 
your country, think as I once did.

Ata meeting of the Connecticut Asylum for the 
education and instruction of Deaf and Dumb 
Pertons, held at the State-House in Hurt- 
ford, 24th June, 1816. 
The following articles were adopted as 
Inws for the regulation and government of the 
Society. 


Aut, 1. The Connecticut Asylum for the | 


education and instruction of Deaf and Dumb 
Persons shall be established in the town of 
Hartford. 

Ant.,2 The annital payment of five dollars 
shall constit. te the person who has paid since 
the act of incorporation or shall bereafier pay 
tat sum, a member of the Society, for the year 
commencing at the annual mecting next sub- 
sequent t» such payment: and the payment 
of fifty dollars a member for life. The pay- 
ment of one huflred dollars; shall constitute 
the person who has or shali hereafter pay that 
sum a Director for life, and the payment of 
two liundred dollars a Vice-President for life. 

Aunr.3 The Society shall aunually choose 
ten Directors, who together with the Direetors 
for life shall manage the concerns of the Suci- 
ety. They shall choose a Clerk for the year. 


The Clerk shall record the doings of the board } 


anu lay them before the Society at their annual 
meeting. 

Ant. 4 The Society sh: ll annually choose a 
President, eight Viee-Presidents, a Treasurer, 
and Secretary, who shall be ex-officio addition- 
al Directors of the Suciety.
